At the last term of the Pendle¬ 
ton court Charles Vandevander 
was convicted and sentenced to 
the pen for four years on the 
charge of grand larceny. He liv¬ 
ed in the same neighborhood with 
Paris May years ago when the 
pedler was killed and was at first 
a su.-peet and then a witness in 
the case. He is a native of the 
Sinks Country, a part of Pocahon¬ 
tas county but which is so inac¬ 
cessible that very, very few citi¬ 
zens of Pocahontas have ever seen 
it.

He went to bed 
thinking that they had passed on 
but in the cold gray dawn of 
Tuesday morning he looked from 
his chamber and saw the dreaded 
officers approaching the camp 
Vandevender thereupon crawled 
under the bed—a ruse to escape. 
It proved futile with such sleuths 
las were on the trail and they pull¬ 
ed him out by the leg. The pris¬ 
oner came back willingly and was 
landed in jail at this place. 

He protests strongly that he has 
been convicted for stealing his own 
hog and that he is an innoc ent and 
injured man.
